_° Articulation of DOE requirements to the 
Intelligence Comnunity

discussed the possibility of NSA providing two junior analysts on rotational 
assignment to the intelligence effort. Chief of G Group Z25X1 
at NSA is handling that request. I have informed him of our decision on 
Ron; we will coordinate with Milt on his response to DOE's request.
